— Tho Queon has just 
received a delayed birthday present, in the 
form of an elegantly bound volume entitled 

A Greot Mother," giving a lengthiy and 
elaborately illustrated akotoii of the family 
and life of Mme. WillaiJ, mother of Miss 
Francos Willard, who died a year ago at 
Evonston, Illinois, Tho introduction is by 
Lady Henry Somoraot. Tho work boars the 
imprint of tho Woman's Christian Temper- 
anco Publishing Company, of Chicago. 

The commander of the French man-of-war 
Hugon recently ordered tho Madagascar 
native governor nt Fort Dauphin to con- 
struct a lauding station there, and threat- 
ened to make him a prisoner if he refused to 
obey, Tha French residents backed the 
oDmmander'a demand and refused to notice 
theproteatof the governor. Mnah uneasi- 
noss preraib, iwd it is believed that it is tho 
intention of France to seize For6 Dituphin 
and use it aa a naval atation. . 

'^Iho Emporor William baa aailed from 
Kiel on the imporial yacht Hobenzollern en 
route for England, Ho was acoompaniod by 
Herr Hulzan, manager of tho Royal Thea- 
tre, Wieabadon, who will bo the apeoial 
agent of tho Emperor on the trip.

Tho 
yacht will stop at the Hague and tho Em- 
peror will pay a short visit to the Queen re- 
gent and the (jueen. Then ho will proceed 
to Cowes, Isle of Wight. Hia plans con- 
template a aliooting trip through the high- 
lands of Scotland. 

La Mitin prints an interview with Dr. 
Arendt, tho famoua bi inotalliat and mem- 
ber of the Pruaaian diet, in which he urges 
a Franco German alliance in Africa as the 
only way to keep England in her place. 
England's possesaion of tho Nile valley, ho 
declares, is much gloomier for Franco than 
tho fact that Germany has retaken her for- 
mer possoaaiona.

WESTMINSTEB PENITMTIABY. 

Opening of the Boyal CoramlBslon Before Ur. 
Justice Brake— Jndee UeCrelgbt's 
Evidence. 

New Westminrteu, Juno 22— (Special) — 
The Royal Commieaion to investigate peni- 
tentiary afTairs opened this morning. Justice 
Drake prosidinK. Ail the ofhcers of tho 
penitentiary were represented by counsel. 
Justice McCreight was the only witness to- 
day. Ho gave evidonco regarding the 
periods he bad kept his horae at the peni- 
tentiary. Ho had usually paid at the rate 
of SIO per month for tho keep of his horse 
in Cariboo, Ltliouet and other parts of the 
Province, and had paid the aame ab the 
penitentiary. He first took hia horse to 
the penitentiary on September 4, 1886, and 
had kept it there for varioQB perioda, 
some extending over aeveral months, 
until last year. He always paid at the rate 
of $10 per month, and produced his diary 
and several cheques to provo payment. All 
tho moneya were paid to Deputy Warden 
Fitzaimmona; he had never paid monoy to 
anyone elae. The first poyment uy cheque 
was made in 1890, Usually tho amounts 
duo were small nnd ho paid in cash. Tho 
last payment was on May 3, 1S9I), when ho 
gave Fitzsimmons $I!0 canh. Tho horse was 
not kept there afterwards. Ho always 
thought tho amounts ho paid were entered 
In tho pooitnntittry books. He was never 
told he needn't pay for his borco's keep, and 
paid hooauBO ho did not intond to tako any- 
thing from the government without paying. 
The inquiry will bo continued to-morrow.

ARCHBISHOP TACHE. 

Death of tho Well-Known MlsBloniiry and North 
West Pioneer,' 

WiN.s-n-Et;, June 22. — Archbishop Tache, 
of St. Boniface, who has been on the verge 
of the grave for the past two weeks, diod at 
6:15 thia morning.- ' He waa anrronnded by 
hia clergy and waa oonaoious to the last. 
The funeral will take place on Wednesday 
next. There seems to bo little doubt that 
Rev. Father Langovin, pariali priest of St. 
Mary's, will be his successor. The 
deceased woa born at Rivioro dn Loup, 
Quebec in 1823, graduated at tho oollego of 
St. Hyaciuthe and studied theology in the 
Seminary of Montreal. Ho subsequently 
joined tho Oblate Order and having volun- 
terred for miaaionary service among tho In- 
dians of tho Rod River he reached St. Boni- 
face in August 1845 after a terrible journey 
of sixty-two days. Ho was shortly after- 
wards ordained to tho priesthood. His mis- 
eionary zaal and self sacrifice soon became 
widely known and in 1S50 he was 
recommended for the Epiacopal coad- 
julorship of St. Boniface. Soon after 
his consecration ho founded new 
missions, sohools and convents and also 
labored to attract French Canadian settle- 
ment. He became Bishop of St. Boniface in 
1863, being appointed Aaohbisbop in Sop- 
teinber, 1871. - In 1860 he laid the caae of 
the Bed River , Metis; .before the;Dominipn 
Government, immediately after which - he 
visited Boipe to attend the Vatican Connoil, 
from which he returned the next year to 
endeavor to bring abouta peaceful settlement 
of the unhappy conflict which had broken 
out within his diocese. Ho has all along 
taken a prominent part in the public affairs 
of Manitoba and the Northwest, and wrote 
a number of letters and pamphlets on both 
political and religious aubjecta. His work 
" the Ainericun Northwest," which haa 
been translated into English, is regarded aa 
the moat complete publication on tho re- 
sources of tho Northwest, tho nature of its 
products and the different races of men and 
animals that inhabit the country.

CniLLiWAOK, Juno 21.— On Wednesday 
evening a public meeting was held here to' 
discuss dyking matters, Mr. G. R. Ashwell 
presiding. Col. Bakor, who was most en- 
thusiastically received, stated that he nad 
oomo to receive information from tho 
people of Chilliwack on the ijubjoob 
of dyking and not to announce any aclionio. 
This government was earnestly engaged in 
communicating with tho federal authorities^ 
with a view to establishing good and sub- 
stantial dykes along tho whole Eraser valley ; 
but it was impoaaible to undertake any (x- 
tensivo work until it had rocoived tho 
aanotion of tho legislature. Any proposal 
that Chilliwack might make would 
receive favorable consitjeratinn, pro- 
vided it complied with the provisiona 
of the dyking act passed by the legislature 
laat session.

the whole of the Fraser rivsr valley.' 'The 
Colonel': concluded with a. few 'well.timod 
words of encouragement to the sufferers by 
tho flood.

OHAKGED WITH ARSON. 

A Brandon Man Arrested at Seattle— Ills 
Statement of tho Case. 

WiNNii'HO, Juno 22, — (Spooial) —It is 
given out that G. F. Ireland, late manager 
of SdvostorBros.' Manufacturing Company, 
haa been arrested in Seattle, .'charged -with 
sotting fire to the warehouse and office of 
that company a few niontha ago at Bran- 
don. Tho authorities will apply for the 
extradition of tho prisoner. Ireland came 
from Western Outario. 

Tho Seattle papers conflrm the above ro- 
port of the arrest. Ireland says it ia only 
an attempt to give him trouble and annoy- 
ance ; ho could easily prove hia innocence. 
On February 8 tho warehouse burned and 
with it a conaiderable amount of goods was 
deatroyed. The house was worth about 
§3,000 and the oontonta §10,000. On tho 
whole there waa an insurance of $7,000. 
At the timo of the fire Mr. Ireland aays 
he was at homo and in bed. Ho 
know nothing of the origin of 
tho fire, which occurred at 3 o'clook 
in the morning, , and in no way 
reaped any, advantage. After the fire the 
firm wanted to cut expenses, resulting in his 
severing connection with them. Ho stayed 
in towii nntil May 31, and before . leaving 
sold'ont at auction, previously having adver- 
tised the sale for ten days.. The floods mftde 
travel slow and he did not' reach his destina- 
tion until Tuesday night.' ' He, 'did not leave 
Brandon secretly and cannot' see why the 
authoritlea, if they .were so anxious for his

LATEST FROM SAMOA.. ,' 

The Bebels Siirre'nder Soiue oir Their Chiefs 
aud dans to Britain and Oerinany.' 

AccKLAND, N. '/j , June 21. — Advices 
from Samoa, dated Juno 1-1, reached here 
to-day. The British warship Curacoa and 
the German warship Buzzard visited the 
locality of the rebel camp recently and noti- 
fied them that if ten oblefa and fifty guna 
wore aurrondered no attack would be made 
upon them by the government foroea. The 
rebola wore also informed that if they re- 
solved to reject this proposition and fight, 
they were at liberty to have their women 
and children on bosird the Curacoa and 
Buzzird. After some deliberation the reb- 
ola sent ten chiefs and fifty wnrtbleaa guns 
on board the warabips. After the departure 
of the warships the robcla re-occupied 
tho forts and openly defied the government 
forces. On the Sunday followlrg the reb- 
els fired upon the village where Chief 
Malietoa was supposed to be attending 
divine aervioee, ' and advanced , npon the 
village itself. The rebals, however, were

Their ijolicy has 
boon an indellnite ono ou many of tho (luestions 
rttiutrlnB oonsidoralion. j\L the last noneral 
ulection tho Upposition advocated reform in 
tho land laws of thn provinco, and havo b-jon 
able to rnako soiu'! important chansea. 

Tho i)riviiui?u of alluwing speculatora and 
non residonla to tako up l .rKO tracts of land 
has been taken away and tho lands aro now 
available for actual aottlera. 

By tho eliurta of tho Opposition the assess' 
mout of wild land baa been much improvtd; 
tho ad valorem print ipio of aasossmont accord- 
inir to tho land value, ia now tho law. 

There aro tv. o of s.'nti- 1 mat tert; yot to be car- 
ried out in connection with the oncouraging of 
agriculluro eetrlera. First, tho sirvoying of 
available landa. for suoh a Jpixrpo.io and giving 
tho ncces'ary information by tho Lands and 
Works Departmont; second, ibo makii ); of 
roads lo such soltlnmenta. bo that tho farmer 
may bo able to bring hia produce to market— 
audi a policy as thia muat bo adoi)tod in order 
to develop and encourago tho farming industry 
of our Provinco. 15y »o doi ,« wo ahall add 
much to our wealth aud prosperity. 

'J'lio railway iiolioy of tho Oovornmont haa 
not boun a bvainciiB-liko ono. From tho time of 
tho grant given to the BsquimalC & Nanaimo 
Hailwa; down to the KaKuSp" js'*Slooan deal, 
tho interea aof tho Province atjd the welfare 
of tho people have not been well guarded. On 
the ono hand n corporation receivoi a largo 
subsidy and an ininionao tract of land, tree 
from taxation for over ; on tho other, a private 
company is subiidized by guaranteeing tho 
bonds to tho full coat of tho road aa well aa in- 
terest on the samo for twenty-livo yoara. Ono 
cannot hut come to tho conclusion that a Gov- 
ernment policy of such a cliaractor is likely to 
bring tho credit of tho Provinco into diaro- 
pute. 

Monopolies of any kind aro to he deplored ; 
but monopolies backed by Govi'rnraont aid and 
support aro often the most dlllloult to over- 
co ' o. Government aid to such an extent as 
has been glvon In tho instances referred to 

Erecludea other roada from being assisted or. 
uilt. As an instanoo of thU we recognize the 
dilllculty the British Paciflc Railway will haVe 
in dealing with tho Esqulmaltft Nanaimo Rill- 
way and its existing tighta. Thus by tho action 
of tho present Government In tho past it looks 
as if tho provinco woro at tho mercy of ring- 
atora and monopollata who are doapoiling tho 
people of thoir horitngo. 

I am oppoaed to the oxecutlve using its power 
to make largo appropriations of money by 
special warrant for londa, stroota. bridgoa and 
public worka, without Urac aubmitting such lo 
tho legislature. Suoh a course of action leads 
to favoritism and corruption and la not in ac- 
cord with tho principles of constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

I have advooted, and will continue to do ao, 
tho roduotion of taxation onimpiovomentaand 
tho abolition of taxes on mortgages. The latter 
impost preisea doubly hard.upon the'lsorrower,' 
and tho repeal of this law would be In the In- 
toriBt and for tho advancement of theprovlnce, 

Tho proctico followed on tooovo of a general 
election of promlalng aid to public worka and 
inatitutiona by mcmbura of the executi vo ahould 
bo condemned. Bait ia attempting to bribe the 
elcctora with their own money. The Indepotd- 
ent electora ahould anawor thia by aending men 
to the Legislature who will do tholr utmost to 
remove such ministers from power. 

During tho past four years leglalatlon has 
boon brought about, chiefly by the Opposition, 
in reforming tho aohool Law. The roaidonta of 
tho cltloa have now greater power over tho man- 
a gemon t of thoir aohools, and more Is yet desired . 
in thia particular. I shall use my boat endeav- 
ors to bring thia about, bo that our schools may. 
bo free of all political InAuenoes. 

I have also advocated farther restriction on 
Chinese immigration and the employment of 
Chinese by any company seeking charters or 
grauttfrom the Legislature. I have advocated 
and atill maintain that a clause should bo lo- 
aerted in all bills giving such prlvilegea or aid 
to prevent the employ niont, of thia class of 
labor. 

I also havo advocated tho neoofslty of em- 
ploying residents of tho Province instead of 
non-roildontsorforeiguora in tho proaecutlon of 
all works or contracts lot by the Government. 

It ia impcaiblo In an address of this kind to 
touch on all questions affecting the Province, 
I hope, however, before long to have tho oppor. 
tunlty of addressing the electors In publlo 
meeting, at which time I will refer to matters 
more oxtonslvoly. 

Hoping that my'past record aa a ropresonta- 
tlve m tho Local Legislature . has been ' arcopt- 
able to you, I again seek your rotes and sup- 
port. - .

CouvictedPi Saoners All SentPiiced Yea 
terilay. Foreuoon by Ur. 
Justice Greasev 

Dr. Morrison Fined Four Hundred 
Doliars and Heavy Coats- 
Speedy Trials. 

Soutoncee wore pronounced yesterday up- 
on the prisonora onviotqd at the Spring 

•' Asaize, Mr, Jaatios Crease preaiding and 
Mr. A. G. Smith representing the Crown 

' That the public took more than nsualintor- 
' eat in the prooeedioga was shown by the 
crowded atato of the gallery and the portion 
of the courtroom outside the railing devoted 
to speotators. Xbe Moriison case seemed to 
bs the topic uppermost in the ' public mind, 
and much speculation woa indulged in be- 
fore the court sat as to the punishment like- 
ly to ba inflioted. at. twenh/ minutes past 
eleven Mr. Justice Create took his seat up 
on the bench and the prosoedinga opened. 

Robert Irving and John Silvia, convicted 
of horse stealine, ivure the first priaoners 
called up for sentenuo. Irving, when asked 
why sentence abould not bo pikssoJ upon 
him, said: "I had no intention uf atoKii.ig 
the horse ; I thought it was Silviu'd uuclu'e 
horse." Silvia when asked the Bam'j quea- 
tion aa Irving, answered laconically, "No- 
thing." 

His Lordship remarked that ho would fol- 
low out the jury's puggoalion of a atrouR ra- 
oommendation to mercy, and the sontence 
of ttie court would therefero bo that of im- 
prUonment, without hard labor, for bix 
months, to date from the day uf commit- 
ment,' February 21 last. 

John Datton and 'Frederick Gilmore, both 
hardenecl-lookiag oharaoters, oiavicted of 
having in. their .poBsaBsion property stolen 
from''\the'B»y"Tiew aalooD,' next stood up 
foraenteaoe, . .„ 

John Datton " oaly aski d for the leni- 
ency of the court," while Gilmore repeated 
parrot-lilca 'after bis oompanion, "the 
leniency of the court." 

His Tjordahip pronounced aentenoo of one 
year's imprisonment on each man. 

"We have been watting three weelcs in 
custody already, Your Honor," said Button. 

His Lordship — "Your sentence will date 
from the (iav of commitment." 

Jamea Hailey, the burglar, had nothing 
to say why sentence ahould not be paaaed 
upon him. 

The Court in meting out two years in the 
penitentiiiry, k,avo warning that although 
duo regard ivuh given to reooniniouddtious of 
jurit a, oiremlera for auoh ii serious oriiiiti uu 
burglary coniint; before the court in future 
might e-cpi ct to bo dealt with with the ut- 
moet aevcrity. 

On Mr. Bolvna'a application for the do- 
fence that the uihibita might bo impounded 
pending application for u now trial, tho 
Court gave ordora accordingly. 

Harold Redgrave, guilty of wounding 
John Birr, was next dealt with, 

Mr. Taylor for tho defence aakod that 
leniency be shown, stating that tho jury had 
negatived the two more aerioua counts in 
tho iudiotment, and pointing aho to Mr. 
Redgravo'a excellent oharaoter and other 
ertenuating oiroamstances. 

Mr. Smith stated that tho Grown did not 
wish to press for a heavy sentence. 

His Lordship in addressing Redgrave re- 
marked that the court aould not be un- 
mindful that he was from his ' position as 
conatablo armed for the proteotion of the 
public and the prevention of diaordeV, and 
ahould have learned to put a proper re- 
atraint upon himself. That Redgrave bad 
. no intention of killing the man tho court 
could very wdl believe and did believe, and 
he was quite sure that the jury had the aame 
view in their minds. Bnc Redgrave muse 
remember that it was only by the mercy of 
Almighty God that be did not stand there 
guilty of murder. When a man shoots 
oareleaaly andreckleaaly a pistol^with ilteg'U 
intent'rlebt into a "m'an'a face ib'muat bs in- 
tended\S kill tbab man. The oonrt,~how- 
ever,;dlaYpqnit him of the Inten^i and its 
eentencf^BS imprisonment for six daonthr, 
to dat^mom tho beginning of the Aaafza. 

Herrir Walker and . DJnaid Itvibg, the 
two boys foand gbilty of aetting fire to a 
bay rick, were then called up for sentence. 

Sir. Fell on behalf of Irving recalled the 
fact! that it bad been shown that up to the 
dato of the trouble the lad's conduct had 
been good. Hia mother was a widow de- 
pendent partly on his services for hereup 
port. Benidca ut tliia period of tho boy's 
life (ho is 15 years of age) u, lasting iniprea- 
eion had already been nimie on hiin by the 
puniabment already undergone— nearly a 
rnonth'd imprison niont. Technically th 
jury had found the boys RUilly but tho 
recommendation to mercy waa as much au to 
Bay that morally ihe boya had no evil intent 
in what Ihcy did. On theae and other 
grounds ho asked that a light puniahment 
ouly 111! imp.Tsed. 

M • .. > T. f .r riarry Walker, atated that 
iha i_d «ua not yet 14 yoara of ago 
and it had uot ben proved aa tho law m 
C|uired that he had any evil diaerotion. lu 
view of the pur.idbrnent Blready had, ho 
hoped the court would allow the boy to go 
with a strong admonition from the bench. 

Hia Lordship remarked that naturally 
what the learned counsel had aiaid wonld in- 
flaen'oe the court, but the law must' tnfliot 
some punishment. There were so many of- 
foncoa much more serious than ordinary 
larka done in the city and suburbs by boys, 
that the, court could not perinib the present 
oaae to go unpnniabed.' Aa to the yonngeat 
lad knowing the difference between right 
and wrong, boys in the West as everybody 
knew were more advanced in worldly intel- 
ligouce than boya of similar age in more set- 
tled co<T rnunitiep. That came about posii- 
bly by I) ya mixing more in domeatio work 
and gaining an e»rlicr insight into wordly 
aGTairs in the West. As to parents snfTeriBg 
from the punishment indicted on tho lads, 
how few young bops would go aalray If 
fathers and mothars looked after them bet- 
ter in their homes. Tho aontenoo of th« 
court wua impriaonmoDb in the provincial 
reformatory for one montb, taking iota ao- 
count tho time the boys had already been 
impriaoncd. 

Richard Morriaon, M^D., convioted of 
criminal libel, waa then called up: for aen- 
tonoe. 

Islr. HeluiokcD, for tho prisoner, aiked 
that tho puninliment already received, and 
tho unhappy notoriety to which aa a mom 
bcr of an hoaoriiblo and benevolent protoi- 
sion Dr. Morrison hud nulfored, bo taken 
into acc.niiit, and that a fine and not Im- 
priaonment bo inflicted. 

Wheu asked if ho had lUiyLhIng to aay, tl e 
prisoner replied Nothing, my Lord, only 
that I am not guilty." 

His Lordahip, in puaaing sentence, re- 
marked be must say he did not see any act 
of benevolence in pnbiiahlog a' libel auoh ua 
Dr. Morrison had been found guilty of. Tho

A fine of $iOO would 
therefore be imposed and added to it the 
ooata of tho proceedings.

But Little Damage Done to Private 
Property by the Recent 
Floods. 



Bail ways Serioaslj^ Affected -Inanda' 
tions of^Fpnner Days and 
Tbeir LesBons. 



Fort SiiEri'ARD, June 16.— (Special) 
The fljoda have done their worst and are 
subsiding. This townaito, lying high upon 
a bench sixty feet above the water, was 
covered to a depth of two or three feet; the 
hotel waa anrronaded, and the proprietor, 
Mr. Adil, moved out ' into two box oars, 
which luckily happened to be left here 
bofore the destruction of tho cmbankmcnta 
Very little damage to private property has 
btion incurred just here, but the atate of the 
railroads is deplorable. 

On the Nelaon & Fort Sbeppard the trea- 
ties have been abaken and the track waahed 
out to a dapgercua extent^ between Say ward 
and ^anetdk, while at' the Iftiter'^Iaoe the 
ombanhmenta have been waahed clean 
through at both enda of the iron oantUaver 
bridge over the Fend d'Oreille river, leaving 
tho bridge itself with ita abntihenta an 
island in a raging torrent. The water 
ceased rising at two feet from the roadbed 
on the bridge, which appears to be aa aolid 
aa ever. A train arrives from Nelson to- 
day for the first time for three weeka. On 
the Spokane Falls k Northern, which 
connect! here with the K. & F. S. 
Railroad, tho damage is muob more 
serious ; it commeacea cloee here, and the 
road ia entirely obliterated for about a mile ; 
the scour of the soft sand banks, on the 
side of which it was laid, has been terrible, 
and in one place whore tho bank is some 
three hundred feet high, it has hollowed out 
an enormoua amphitheatre an eighth of a 
mile wide. It ia stated that this poaition 
of affairs continues as far as Marcus, and 
that tho probable ■coat of reatoring thia 
portion will amount to $100,000. The eati 
mated coat of the noceasary repairs on the 
Nifleon &, Fort Shoppard does not exceed 
S;!,0(JO. 

At Sayward tho lower bench was cov- 
ered, and tho baildinga erected laat year by 
tho railroad oontractora h&vo been waahed 
away or broken up. It would seem as if 
the present year's Qood mark is liable to 
recur at no very long intervala. Mr. Hard- 
mann, an old p'.acer minor, states that it 
was flowing over thia townaite in 18S2 ; 
Louia Morigner. a Colville valley farmer, 
romembera it as high as thia iu 1877, and an 
old Indian, tho laat of the Slooana, pointed 
out fo the writer tho level it attained in 
1807, Bome thirty foot above the lato high 
watar mark, in view of these facts, it ia 
worthy of couaideration whether , the rail- 
roarl ahould not be rebuilt on a. higher. level, 
aa at firat.auryeyed. , . 

Initbeae mouniainona risgiona ttie economic 
value of roeteorologioal observationa cannot 
bo overeatimated.; and given these data it 
ahould be eaaily poaaible tu warn dwellers in 
the lower landa of the approaching flood ; 
this year the aeason was very late, the anow 
remaining much longer than usual. As a 
rule the Columbia begins riaitg onrly in 
April and steadily runs olF, attaining ita 
greatest height in the middle of July ; thia 
year the hot weather suddenly succeeded 
tho cold weather, with the result that the 
river has had to do in one. month the work 
of two months. 

Paaaengera from tho west to Nelaon come 
to Wanota from Revelatoko by the boat and 
take the train here, as tho C. & K, railroad 
from Robton to Melaon ia not in operation.

AN ENGOURAGBR OF DISORDER. 

Although the Vancouver News- Advertiser 
does not contain one word of reply to Mr. 
Gordon's terrible arraignmenb of the man 
who aspires to be the leader of the Qovern- 
Dient of British Columbia, it ia full of iu- 
citomenta to evil and the most impudent 
miBrepreaentations of the present adniinistra- 
tioD. lis leading article is on "Tuesday's 
Meeting." It ia clear from ita tone that the 
editor has become utterly reckless, and that 
ha doea not think it worth his while any 
longer to wear the cloak of hypocrisy be- 
neath whioh he has so long tried to conceal 
his real nature, 

There ia not a word in the article con- 
demnatory of the inexcusable oonduct 
of the adherents of the Opposition 
who disgraced themselves and bronghb 
reproach on the party to whioh they 
belong hy their violence and their intoler- 
ance. On tho contrary the News Advertiaer 
juatities the shameful proceedings. It says 
that " but for the intercession of the leaders 
of the Opposition neither Mr. Davie nor his 
ooUeagnei Mr. Turner, would have had a 
hearing," and it then justifies the bowlers 
and the rowdies by asaertint; that " neither 
the Premier nor the Finance Minister is 
willing to deal honestly and justly with the 
people. They are not prepared to come be- 
fore the electors as the members of the Op- 
position are. They are not prepared to 
dlsonsa the carrent political questions of the 
day ; to permit their opponents to criticise 
them fairly and to attempt to answer their 
objections." This ia as much as saying that 
a mob is perfectly justified in howling down 
loading public men before they have said a 
word, because in their opinion they do 
not intend to deal with their opponents 
fairly. No one knows better than the 
editor of tho News Advertiaer that the pre- 
texts which he advances to justify tho men 
who, if they had their way would not allow 
the Premier and tho Finauoo Minister to bo 
heard, are pttck of impudent lies. And the 
people of Vancouver, by this time, know 
them to be lies. But if every word tho 
Advertiser says ia true its tirade would not 
supply thoea men with an excuse for pre- 
ventiag their fellow citizona who wanted to 
hoar what the Premier and Finance Minister 
had to say listening to tboae gentlemen in 
peace, Things have come to a pretty pais 
in British Columbia when a band of rowdies 
can deny their woU-diaposod neighbors the 
right of listening to a public discussion on 
po.'iticil matters. And tho situation is 
greatly aggravated when men of education 
and influence encourage the excitable and 
npthioklng crowd in tyrannising oyer their 
fellow citizens in this inexcusable way. 

If there are men in Vancouver who do 
not want to hear tho Premier or the Finance 
Minister, they are perfectly freo not to at- 
tend meetings at which those ministers aro 
to speak. If the Opposition do not want to 
discuss the poUtios of the da^ in a qniefe and 
rational manner there ia no law'thal com- 
pels them to attend political meetings. All 
that they need do to discountenance public 
men whom they do not like, ia to stiy at 
homo. They have not the shadow of a 
rifjht to interfere with the comfort and the 
convonionoe of their neighbors. 

Hut we can easily understand why Mr. 
F. C. Cotton, the Rev. Maxwell and other 
unscrupnlons leaders of the Opposition did 
nob' advise (heir friends and followera to 



take this sensible course. They knew that 
crowds of reapeotable and orderly citizens 
would go to hear Mr. Davie and Mr. Turner, 
and they feared that tha effect of their 
speeches would be unfavorable to their 
cause. Moral cowardice was at the bottom 
of the rowdyism, and the same kind of 
cowardice is what impels tho editor of 
tho News ■ Advertiser to write an article the 
evident objoot of whioh is to load tha in- 
tolerant disturbers of public meetings to bo- 
liove that they are;dping what^ U|per||eatly 
right when they' do-all that lies In their 
power to obstruct the free public diecuasion 
of public questions. 

There haa, we venture to aay, never 
appeared in any newspaper in this Domin- 
ion euch an impudent incitement to violence, 
such a shamoleas justification of mob- 
tyranny, as is contained in the News- 
Advertiser's leader of tho 21at inat. 
If that paper's defence of intoler- 
ance and rowdyism is sound, it would 
be simply impossible to hold a peaceable 
political meeting iu any part of the Domin- 
ion. There are bigotted partisans every- 
where who believe, or profess to believe, 
that those who do not b'.-long to their party 
aro unfair, tlmt they do not deal honestly 
with their opponents, that they arc abusive^ 
and that therefore it ia perfectly right to 
howl them down whenever they attempt to 
addreea the public. The editor of tho 
News-Advertiser has found some apt dia- 
oiplea hero and there, but we are greatly 
miatakcn if public opinion in thia Province 
will long bear with either him or his doc- 
trines. Ho will find that the forbearance of 
the people haa a limit, and that he haa 
nearly reached that limit.

Gazette, issued on Thursday, thata number of 
additional polling places are proclaimed, in- 
cluding Pemberton Meadows, about whioh 
tho Opposition raised such an outcry. As 
wo pointed out the other day, it is quite 
within the power of a returning offioer to 
supply any omiesion as to polling places, such 
aa woB complained of, even if overloolted by 
the Government, but the usual way to 
remedy tho oversight ia by regulation. Tho 
publication ia not nooessarily confined to 
any particular issue of the Gazette, 
and because all the requirements 
were not provided . for at once 
the Opposition papers rushed to tho cenolu- 
sion that the Government was endeavoring 
to disfranchise or greatly inconvenience the 
electors at Pemberton Meadows. Of 
course, the Columbian will claim that 
it was on aoooant of Ita fervid 
declamation that justice was done and 
iniquity stayed. But what about all tho 
other polling places, many of equal import- 
ance, which have been provided for 1 Why 
did not the Columbian in ita consideration 
for the rights of the electors demand justice 
for all alike X In this is in all other matters 
tho Oovemment may be depended upon to 
peal jastly with the people of all seotiona of 
the Province. 



WHO- WAS DISHONEST? 

The Times is very ungraceful in Its eCTorta 
to escape from the predicament in which its 
untruthf|il tendencies have placed it in re> 
gard to what Mr. .Davie and Mr. Brown 
said about the Canada Western at West- 
minster. Willie admitting "that It Is not 
correct to say that Mr. Davie directly de- 
nied tho reading of the letter in the House," 
it nevertheless " atill maintains that the 
Premier is not freed from the charge of dis- 
honesty," and proceeds to quote from an 
editorial in the Columbian, which, even if 
it were worthy of being accepted aa an 
authority, has no bearing on the point at 
issue. 

The Times was guilty of asserting and re- 
asserting that Mr. Davie denied reading the 
letter of the Canada Western Co. 'a solicit- 
ors or that it was read in the Houeo, 
a . statement whicfa the Columbian's 
own report of the meeting did not bear out. 
In admitting now that Mr. Davie did not 
deny reading the letter, it proves its own 
dishonesty, not tho dishonesty of the 
Premier. 

What Mr. Davie did deny was that any 
such statements as alleged by Mr. Brown 
were contained in the letter in questipn. 
Mr. Brown stated in the most positive man- 
ner that the letter of Messrs. Bodwoll & 
Irving, as read in tho House, was to tho 
effect that unless tho Government would 
guarantee the interest on S(5,O(JO,00O of 
bonds it was no nse going on or extending 
tho time of the charter. This, aa a state- 
ment, was wholly unwarranted and ab- 
solutely untrue, as reference to tho letter, 
published in the Colo.nist at tho time, will 
show. In view of thoio fucfs tlia (lueHlion 
as 10 who was diahoueat ia not dillicult to 
decide. 



A COLLAPSE. 



It is edifying to see how quickly Coxey- 

iam collapsed in tho United States as soon 
aa tho Coxeyitos were puniahed for tho vio- 
lations ef tho law they had onminitted. 
There was nothing picturosquo or romantic 
about the " industrials " when they wore 
once in the grasp of the law. When they 
appeared before judges and justices of the 
peace to anawor for the petty ofFeuoes they 
had committed tho glamour was oompletoly 
brushed oIF tlieni and they appeared in tho 
oyoa of tho public to bo precisely wha'ij thoy 
were, fellows who loved tramping and 
sponging a good deal better than work/ng 
and paying honestly for what they ate' and 
drank, and for tho accommodation they re- 
ceived. Tho American public both in town 
and country have boooine very tired of tho 
Coxeyitoa, thoy ore regarded overywhero as 
nuiaanoes, and every effort is made to got 
rid of thom wherovor they happen to wan- 
der. Tho ni07ement did not live long and 
it is a wonder that the armies were ever 
tolerated by tho oommunitica on which they 
sponcicd. Their end ia near. In a very lit- 
tle while they will be heard of no more. 



NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Newfoundland is in a very peouliaV posi- 
tion. It will be remembered that the Legts- 

laturoof the Colony was prorogued some 
time ago because the Government hud not a 
majority in the House and that tho return 
of so many of tho members of tho Houao of 
Assembly had been petitioned ugainst on tho 
score of bribery that' the Legislature could 
not meet until the cases had been tried. 
But the Courts have been very slow in dia- 
poaing of tho cases. Many mombore have 
been unseated and disqualified, but many 
cases are BtiU'- pending. In tho meantime 
the RevsnnelAot haa expired by cllluxion of 
timo. Nd'more taxea could bo legally col- 
looted, but the Government or rather the 
Governor got over the difficulty by collect- 
ing a revenue under the Customs' Manage- 
ment Act, " whioh," aa a local paper says, 
" pormita the bonding of goods and only on 
payment of the duty can they be 
handed over to tho owners." This, 
the paper auds, " is perfectly law- 
ful." Exception might, we think, ho 
taken \o this way of raiaing rovenuo, but it 
Boems that the Governor is uoting under in- 
atruotioDS from the Home Government, 
which may have the power to collect 
revenue independently of the Legislature of 
the Colony. The election trials are atill 
going on. On tho Sth instant tho members 
for Burin were unseated and diaciualifled. 
If all the other caaoa are decided iu the 
samo way only aeven enpporters of tho luto 
Whiteway Government wtll remain, Tho 
Government tie /ado has thirteen support- 
era, BO that when tho election cases are all 
tried it will be possible to convene tho 
Legislature. Tho Government will then have 
a mojority of six. The Harbor Grace 
Standard gives the following account of tho 
sitnation : 

On one side (tho Government) there aro 13 
members and in order that these 1,'i will 
prove themselves in a majoriiy it is nooos- 
sary that tho petitioned against niombers for 
St, John's West, Burin, Burgoo and Trinity 
Bay bo unseated. Of tho throe first-named 
thero appears to bo not much doubt, but in 
tho case of Trinity Bay, it ia acknowledged 
that tho margin IB email and the call a oloae 
one. On this hangs apparently the whole 
aituation. There are cards reserved, on 
both sides no doubt, of which the time for 
playing is now limited. 

It is calculated that the election trials 
will not be over until November. This ia a 
pretty long time for a Colony to be without 
a Revenue Aot. But the Governor ia deter' 
mined not to convene tho Legialature until 
all the election triala arc over. He could 
have easily anrmpunted the difficulty by dis- 
solving the House as soon aa it was found 
that so large a proportion of the members 
were petitioned against for bribery. But as 
this would have condoned the offence of tho 
bribers he waa determined to keep on pro- 
roguing the Legislature until it was found 
how many members had a legal right to hold 
their aeati.

Newa of a big strike for higher wages 
made by Northern cannery fidiermen waa 
yesterday obtained through tho arrival of 
tho C. P. N- company'^ steamship Danube. 
The ^ ship arrived early in tho afternoon 
after a pleaBanV trip, bringing as paa- 
aengora : Mra. Clifford, Mrs. Flewin, Capt. 
Jno. Irving, H. M. Price, H. Boll Irving, 
W. Oakley, W. E. Dowlen, F. Burnett, 
J. E. Garden. Mr. Ronald, R. J. Woods, 
Frank Grantham, Geo. W. Motthews, P. 
Callan, M. Foley and J. W. MoCallum. 
Mr. Burnett ond party, whoso names appear 
in the list, have boon working in oonueotion 
with the anthracite coal miuca ou Queen 
Charlotte Islands. The report of the strike 
brought by the Danube is to tho effect that 
upwarda'of 1^600 Indians and v/hitc mcu 
have refused to ,work for tho cannera until 
they are piid'an extra cent per fish. Tiiey 
have been paid pre vioualy,, five cents for 
every'fieh oaugbt. OWing to the strike a 
great many white men aro out of employ- 
ment, and oocording to expectations when 
the Danube started for Victoria over 100 of 
them will very shortly oomo down to tho 
Fraser river to seek employment there. 
The Indians own most of the fishing boats, 
and think little of earning a livelihood.

Port SiMPSOK, Juno 16.— (Speoiol)— A 
largely attenduJ meetiug wuh held hore to- 
day, for the purpose of onubling the uloutora 
to hear Cup'"'" Irving, the Govorn- 
ment oaodidate for legislative honors in the 
diatriot, expreea his vieirs on the political 
isaaes of the day. On motion of Mr. Wil- 
lisoroft, Mr. Clifford was voted to tho chair, 
and in a brief addroaa said that Captain 
John Irvint; being a gontlenion well knoivn 
to all, it would bo presuoiption on his part to 
attempt my introduction. He then called 
upon the candidate. 

"Captain Jo!ia," aa all tho residents of 
the North UK) uocustomod to call him, was 
greeted witd cheering both hearty and pro- 
longed. ]Iu expressed the pleasure ho felt 
at seeing the keen interest manifested jn the 
affairs of the Province by tho olootora of 
Port SimpJOP, which their attendance in tho 
largs numbers ho saw beforo him betokened. 
It was the duty of every good citizen as well 
aa his privilege and hia right, to take an ac- 
tive interest in tho Govorumont of tho coun- 
try of which he was a part. So long aa the 
people thua understood and ezerolaed their 
rights, freedom and good government were 
uesured. 

The wonderful and varied resources of 
the north couniry made it, though with per- 
haps loss population than ucrtnin other dis- 
tricts, one of tho moat important sections of 
the Provirce. First he might refer to the 
niineriU wealth of tho north, which if devel- 
oped would make tho whole Province famous 
the world over for its ore-production. Then 
there was agricultural land in abundance, 
^making the north ',.00Bntry partioalarly 
advantigeoua for aettletnent by a farming 
and stock raising community, who (more 
fortunately situated than those in other 

' parts) would find a waiting and profitable 
market almost at their very doors. Tho 
miner and the farmer wore not alone to bo 
conaidereJ, for tho lumber of the north was 
already famous wherever it bai been borne 
to the four qu&rtera of the globe, and it was 
beyond calculation what magnitude thia in- 
dustry might— and doabtlesa would — at* 
anme withl^ the next'few years.' ^ 

Coal, too, was to be feaod In practically 
limitless quantities, in the Queen Charlotte 
islands— eoal'whioli the inostr eminent ex- 
perts after oareful examination'' of the pro- 
pertiea, had pronounced withont exception 

' the best steam ooal to be found anywhere on' 
the Faoifio ooaat. There was a certain for- 
tune for aome one in the development of the 
Queen Chsurlotte ooal tninea, which he ex- 



pected soon to see in active competition 
with tho mines of Nanaimo and vicinity in 
the California markot, beaidca entirely 
satisfying all looil demanda. Fiaheriea, 
aalmon and deep sea, were next to be con- 
sidered, and no argument was neoeeaary to 
convince anyone that northern British Col 
umbia ia a vuritablo wonderland of natural 
wealth. 

With Buch a heritage, tha rcaidenta of 
tho north should feel proud indeed ; nor 
should they fall to realizs that in tho devol 
opment of their fair country it was nooea 
Hury for them to aeleot their lawmakera with 
especial care, ao tl^at their righta ahould 
always be protected and their diacri6i, for 
tuDute in the variety ao well aa tha extent of 
itM natural reaonrcta, be brought by wise 
I'gislation into that prominence which 
nature has ordained^it to.occupy. 

The '^eitatilishment of dloaer oommtinioa 
tion with the East was one important atep 
to be taken'in^^this direotion; fot'by,thejpro; 
posed new trans-Canalii'an'railroea vvia Fort 
Simpson, tKo'tline betWeh'' Y61£5^ma;M 
Montreal would ib was anticipated, 'be^re- 
duced by two full daya. In the ^^er'tiJOTOaa- 
ing desire for rapid transit, this infant much 
for tho north oauotry, aod'^mnoh'i^'for 
Port Simpson; which with' its^inMfniSoent 
harb'jr and vast tributary reaouroes seemed 
to havQ boon espoaially created as the site 
for a gtuat terminal point. . ' 

Tho fishing industriia of the North, 
vrhioh ho was glad to see were steadily 
growing in strength and importanos, next 
claimed tho Captaio's attention; in connec- 
tion tluiiuw it'll ho udvoofttod that u steamer 
bo employed as a snagboat, to attend to tho 
Nnaa uiut Skeeniv rivers, thereby fostering 
and uaaiating tho salmon industry in tho 
North, which is a great aouroo of rovenuo 
for tho wago-oarning population of the 
Province. Touching briefly on tho import- 
unco of having more direct and regular com- 
munication v/ith tho North, tho candidate 
promieed if olectod to proas the same upon 
tho attention of the Govornmeut, tho pres- 
ent service beiuj; admittedly inadequate to 
the wants cf tho people. 

The Captain then proo'?odetl to brieily 
sketch iu outline the prospects of British 
Columbia aa a field for sottloinont, and 
dwelt at Bomo length upon the induoomonts 
and advantages tho province now oflora to 
the settler, be he miner, farmur, lumberman 
or fisherman, by reason of the laws in ox 
iatenoe wisely framed for the encouragement 
of deairablo — and only deairable — immigra- 
tion. Listly, tho candidate touched upon 
tho liquor question, the only solution of 
which difficult aocial problem he hold to be 
in tho hands of the people themaelvea Ha 
would heartily favor the taking of a provin 
oial plobiacito to determine the important 
question of prohibi'.ion in British Columbia 
Queationa were afterwards asked and 
Buawered, the queetionera being Rev. 
Thomaa Croaby, Mr. Alexander, Mr. Clif- 
ford and aome others, who apoke in glowing 
terma of the efiBoienoyof the aohool-hoapiul, 
iu appreciation of ' the aerviw; rendered by 
Dr. Bolton, and in aoicnDwledgment of hia 
nnswervinjg devotion to the advanoement of 
the inatitution of which be ia at the head- 
an inatitution independent of sect or creed

THE BLACK DEATH. 

No AVhItes Sick of the Plague— Extraordinary 
Sanitary Preeahtlens Being Taken. ' 

Tacoma, Juno 22.— Manager Priohard, 
ot the Northern Pacific Steamship Company, 
has received advices from tho Orieat stating 
that no whites. are sick with the cholera or 
black death plague, which, it is reported, is 
carrying off many people in China. Mr. 
Prichard uaid : 

" I bolieve the reports aro very much ex- 
aggerated. Tiio uoxt steamer to arrive is 
tho S'kli, and will probably be in Victoria 
Saturday. Should there bo any sickness 
aboard, or if it ia desirable to quarantine 
tho Chinese aboard, wo shall place thein 
in quarantine thero and bring tho veaaol 
horo, after inspection at Port Townsond. 
The steamers from tho Orient must pass 
both tho Victoria and Port Townaend 
quarantine stations beforo coming here, so 
thtro ia no chanoo for any cholera catcs to 
reach thiii port. It ia required that the 
vessel shall bo fourteen doys out after 
touching an infected port, and tho Sikh 
will be over fourteen days out beforo ar- 
riving at Viotoria, therefore if there were 
anycaaea aboard they would be fully de- 
veloped before arriving on our shore." 

PoiiT TowNSKNi), Juno 22. — Tho govern- 
ment quarantine ollicors htre have received 
notice from Surg. Gen. Wyman, at Wash- 
ington city, to take extraordinary precau- 
tiona to prevent the introduction of oon- 
tagioua diseaaea from the Orient. Arrange- 
menta will be made in a few days to aubjeot 
every yeaael arriving from an Aaiatic port to 
rigid exsminationa.

ONTARIO CKUP^. 

Olllclal Bnlletlii Sliowlnj,' Very Favorable I'ros- 
pectB Uj) to the Middle of Juue. 

Toronto, June 22.— (Special)— The do- 
pirtment of agriculturo has issued the fol- 
lowing bulletin showing tho condition of 
crops in Ontario nn June 15": The weather 
in Jnne has so far been quite favoraltle.to 
' the growth of the crops i.attd frnitr. The 
froat has done some damage , to Ino fruit, 
Tho firapo vines have saEFered quite ex- 
tensively, and tho peach trees wore injured 
to aomo extent by frost. There is promise 
of only a f^ir crop. Apples are setting well 
and promise a ^od return. 

Fall wheat— This crop has stood the heavy 
rain and changeablo weather much hett'.-r 
than tho spring crop. Throughout the pro- 
vinco some lowlands Iiavo been flooded aud 
tho crops drowned out. On very heavy 
clays there hue beiui lioino dainaijo. but ou 
light and loamy soils very little injury has 
resulted. Tho reports for this time 
of tho year are quilo up to tho 
Bvciage. 'J he fro^t of tho first week 
ia June, was felt to a very slight extent. 
Tho reports from all parts of tho province 
are practically the same — that after the 
rain tho wheat soon i)icked up and showed 
lias injury than had been eupposed. The 
p-eacnt condition is fair with the prospects 
of a crop up to, if not a little over, the 
average, wiib favorable weather.' 

Spring wheat— Xliere is but little spring 
wheat in the western part of the province, 
while in the eastern half the acreage ia do- 
olining. The grain was sown in fine condi- 
tion and is now recovering rapidly from tho 
extra rain. In many parts correspondents 
state that the rain did moro good than 
harm. In the eaatern counties about one- 
third of the spring wheat is utterly 
destroyed or is in poor condition, two-thirda 
may bo said to bo fair to good. L':sa than 
usual has been sown in tho northern dis- 
tricts. On the whole present indications 
aro for a orop abont two-tliirds of tho 
average. 

IJarloy has euffercd quite extensively and 
is backward in growth, but at present ia 
making very rapid progress, and with favor- 
able weather will probably como up to 
nearly tho avoroge of tho last two years. 

Oats — Tho raina drowned out tho crops 
on low lying fields. On higher lands and 
those under-drained little or no damage 
was done. At tho timo of the 
report tho crop was making very 
rapid growth, and was very rank in the 
straw. Very few lielda wcro baked by the 
hot sun ; and- on tho whole, tho prospects 
1. were most promising, tho only unfavorable 
.-report being as to the lowlands, Thi' crop 
,'on the whole ia somewhat more botkwird 
.[than usual, but present oonditions point to 
a yield fully up to the average.

In subraittin^c this statement tho nnderaiRned 
points oui that it Is not a balance sheet iu iho 
Koneral acroiitatlon of Ihutcrni. That tho f-. um 
oppoailo hills roceivablu exceeds the torjil 
amount of tho bills In thohandsut the trutitees. 
That tho amount realizeablo from this soarco 
will be very much less than tho sum named. 
That the valuo of tho sum mentioned as being 
duo from sundry persons is prohlemalloal. but 
will certainly bo very much in reduction of the 
flRUres given.

Mr. J. Stnart Yatss in opening stated 
that the reason Mr. Beavea'a name only 
appeared on the statement was that he (Mr. 
Yatce) had not been present whon it had 
been made up for printing. 

Mr. Beaven in bis opening remarks stated 
that bis position in coaiing before the credi- 
tors was not a very pleasant oue, for hia 
opinion might differ from what had been 
placed before them on u provioua occasion. 
The asaignoea had tried to put an explicit 
atatemont before them but it had been found 
impoaaiblo to get a balance aheot, because 
tho books of iho firm would not balance. 
He had intended to make out a statement of 
each man's indebtedness. Unfortunately a 
register of tho ecouritiea had not been kept 
by the bank.r.nd wheuithadbi en made out by 
the trustees it was not fouud to be altogether 
satisf ictory. Tho two retiring tru.stees, ho 
might mention, hud been settled with by 
giving thotii credit on tlieir accounte. .Mr. 
VV'orlock'a services had also been liidpeiiaod 
with He had been in hopes that it would 
have been possible to declare a dividend at 
this meeting, but that had been fouud im- 
posBlble. Keferrirg to tho statement now 
presonti d, the creditors would aco that the 
first three itema of asaeb wore yood — cash 
and duo from bunks. Tho billa receivable 
and amounts duo from sundry peraona on 
current acciunt amounting together on the 
ledger baKnca to S.S2,.WJ 12 wonld not, ho 
fcllough^, rcaliV,-j auyiliiii^ like that ■sum- 
He might mention that although §121,000 
appears on tho books as bills rtceivable, tho 
notca in poaaoaaion of the assignees do 
not omount to that sum. Of courso 
that might bo explained in moro 
than one way ; tliuro might have 
bcon a mistake made somewhere in entering 
in the books, but that waa imposuiblo to 
say until tho booka could be inado to 
b»lanco. Tho bank property wan ono of 
the lineat pieces in the city to-day. The 
value in 1S9'2, whon the Gareache interest 
waa purchaaed by Mrs, Ureen, waa Sl.'iO.OOO 
and there waa a difTcrenco between the 
value placed on it then and the sum iu the 
ledger. Tho valuo of tho real estate of 
courso depended upon the timo it waa 
rcaliz-.d upon. A great deal of tho property 
wua locked up in real estate, and a aacrillce 
would have to ha made if it wore realized 
upon now. There waa Bomothieg peculiar 
about tho Ddnman island property valued at 
$10 an ttoro in tho ledger. The account of 
tho late A. A. Green, the original partner, 
showed an indobtodncas by nim of Boir.o 
$32,000 and a note of hand for §8,000 or 
$0,000. This account was balanced by giv- 
ing him credit in August, 1893, for $42,000 
for tho 4,200 acres 00 Denman island. The 
next item .of $26,000, stock aodount, was 
chiefly ooihposed of fNew, Westminster gas 
atock and Nnhaimo gas stock, thO most of 



this stock being held by VVells, Fargo & C? 
as security - for indebtedness against the 
Grra. In regard to the Canada Western 
hotel stock, the stock itself waa not in the 
hinds of the trustees. It had been bought 
by tbe b^nk bat afterwards transferred to 
Mr. Fell.on March 1, 1894, by Messrs, Wor- 
look and- Chanlrell, trustees of the Green 
estate. Neitber,tbe money, $1,2G0, nor the 
atook was^iia'i'tbe'tnistoQs' hands. He had 
tried without audaesato get any information 
about it. He merely told the creditors 
this and they could take what proceedings 
they liked aboat it, 
Mr. Fell — So you ban. : ■ j:"...;;, ., 
Mr. E. Grow. : Baker ^How)it'wero tho 
chocks given whan the atboks^were bought ; 
individual ohecks or sigiiied'' . by Green & 
Worlook. 

Mr. Beaven — They stand in the books aa 
Green & Worlook'e checks. Proceeding to 
touch on tho real property assets of Mrs. 
Green and Mr. Worlock, the values placed 
on them wore tho aesesaed values, but these, 
ho thought, could not be got to-day. Tho 
liabilities were next dealt with. Tho de- 
posit (,'ortifia.irea wore placnd, they would 
860, as S1S:),-916, instead of $204,000 as in tho 
March statement. Tho first figure waa 
what waa 'given in the ledger, while the 
other waa what had been taken from tho 
register of certifioatcH iaaucd. One feature 
for congratulation waa that the balance due 
the B. C. Corporation had in the Lab few 
days been reduced to 51,700. Mr. lieaven 
wont on to state that it waa most adviuable 
to keep expenses down, and suggested that 
a committee of two or throe creditors bo 
appointed to consult with tho trustees to 
Bavo the cumbersome method of c dling all 
tho creditors together. In conclusion, ho 
was porry that in matters of opinion ho had 
to dilfer with tho former opinion expressed 
by tho truatoea aa to tho amount expected 
to bo realizad, but thete things wore matters 
of opinion. It waa very unpleasant to make 
these atatementa, but ho had to do so. 

Being uakcd if ho had looked into the 
property on tho FairUold estate, Mr. Beaven 
replied that tho records in tho land registry 
ollico showed it had been tranaferreil from 
A, 0, P. Haggird to Mra. Green on July IS, 
1S92, and on July 10. 189,'3, Mrs, Green had 
transferred it to Mr. Fell and Mrs. M. E. 
Worlock aa joint tenanta. This transfsr waa 
registered in February, 1894. The property 
did not appear on the books of the bank at 
all, but be had looked into the matter as he 
thought it his duty to do so'. . , '1 ■ 

When did Well8,Fargo & Co. get their 8e> 
curities t asked Mr. Noble, 

"They got some of them in Fobrtiary, 
1894," replied Mr. Beaven, who remarked 
that tbe entries in tho books of the bank 
were ao imperfect that a great deal of the 
transactions aeomed to be carried on in 
somebody's head. (Hear, hear ) 

At this stage Mr. Sheriff McMillan en- 
tered tho room and to Mr, Beaven'a aston- 
ishm-nt handed him a legal document, 
whic.'i on inspection piovod to beasummona 
to tho truHtcea of Circoil, \\orIock&Co. to 
m.>ko discovery of their dealinga aa assigacea 
of the catate. This summons was taken out 
by Mr. Taylor in the name of one of his 
clionts. 

Amid some amusement Mr. Yates ex- 
pliined that Mr. Taylor had been told ho 
could not vote at the meeting without a 
proxy, and this was tho result of it. 

Mr. Peter hold tliat when the former 
trusloea had presented their first statement 
they had been told the estate would pay 
dollar for dollar, and the assignees had 
given their judgment as to the va(ae of the 
property. Now in Mr. Bsayen'a statement 
that was altogether lacking, as no ides was 
given as to the value. Could Mr. Beaven 
give any idea as to what the oreditors oould 
got out of tho property ? 

Mr. Beaven had- thought the matter.pver 
caref ally and gone over all the booka ."^and 
seourities and had oome to the conclusion 
that it would not be in the interests of the 
oreditors to give an estimate, especially as 
the trustees bad some idea of disposing of 
them. However, if the.oreditors wished he 
would tell them what he bonsidered them 
worth. 

Tho creditors, however, on being aaked 
by the Chairman, sustained Mr. Heaven. 

Mr. A. Wilann held tint tho Gypawycko 
place really belorged to tho creditors, and 
thought it had been paid for out of llic funds 
of the bank. An examination of tho hooks 
might show aomothing. 

Mr. iJoavon answered that there waa aomo 
money evidently paid to a contractor, but 
for ivbab ho could not say, 

Mr. VatcB stated that Mr. Beaven'a atato- 
ment corroborated that of tho first meeting. 
What were given in tho present statement 
were tho ledge values aa shown iu the 
booka. What had boon stated about the 
houso had been known by the trustees at 
the first meeting, but it had not been put 
in as an aeaet in caao it might on investiga- 
tion turn out not to bo one. Ho was ([uito 
prepared to bo jointly reapnnsible with Mr. 
Heaven for this statement, although his 
name did not happen to be signed to it. 
They were airnply ledger balances shown. 
Aa far aa taking reaponsibility on tbe books 
he did not thinb: mnch of them. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Helsterman maintained that the esti- 
mate made in March by the trusteoa would 
turn out correct. 

Mr. J. G. Brown— Mr. Yates, I want to 
ask you if a debtor can aot as a trastee ? 

Mr, Yates— I refer you'to our lawyer. 
(L'iughter. ) 

Mr. Brown had been told that both Mr. 
Coltart and Mr. Heistermau were debtors to 
the bank, and if ao ho held it was illegal that 
they s'nonld have acted as trustees. 

Mr. Yato-j explained that Mr, Hcia- 
terman waa personally a debtor for aomo 
$,'100, but that his tirm were croditora to 
aomo $2,000. Mr. Coltart had also some 
notes at tho bank which he waa by agree. 
ment mado long before the failure redeem- 
ing at $r)0 every quarter. These were met 
aj they camo duo. 

Mr. Brown— Mr. Yates I have to attack 
you right here. It ia a principle of law 
that a truatoe cannot be u debtor. 

Mr. Yates— As far aa I know, and Mr. 
Bodwoll here will agree with me, there is 
nothing to prevent a debtor acting as a 
trustee It is not n good principle perhaps 
but porfecily legal. 

Mr. Brown— Oh! 

After some further discussion Mr. Foil on 
being asked to explain about thn Gypswyck 
property remarked that as to Mrs. Green's 
private affairs he had aa her ablioltor uo 
right) .to talk. If it oabie to court they 
woutd hear the proper explanation all right.

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ing held in Pioneer hall, at which Mr. 
Brown himcalf was present, and it bad been 
fully reported in tho Colonist. \Vhat ho 
then said was tho truth. Mr. Beaven had 
told them only a little of tho truth, and left 
tho balance unsaid.
